Action line 


Since a railroad overpass, or underpass, 


seems to be an issue in the mayor's race, 
will the candidates tell us what they think 
one will cost, how much funding is 
available from the state, and when, and 
will this mean an increase in Corsicana 
taxes? 


"I have no idea what one would cost," 


responded Mayor Sue Youngblood. She 
said she received a letter dated Jan. 14, 
this year, from M. G. Good, assistant state 
highway engineer, responding to Cor- 
sicana 's inquiry about projected costs and 
availability of state funding that — "a 
grade separation with State Highway 31 
and U. S. Highway 75 ( 7th St. & 7th Ave. ) is 
estimated to cost approximately $13 
million dollars." Good's letter goes on to 
say this figure would not include additional 
right-of-way required "that would have to 
be shared by the City of Corsicana." 


"His letter states 'at the present time 


our funding would not permit the ex- 
penditure of this 
amount,' " Mrs. 


Youngblood said. She said it is not clear 
from Good's letter what portion of the $13 
million mentioned the state would fund, 
nor by what ratio the state and city would 
"share" in acquiring needed right-of-way. 


Mayor Youngblood pointed out anew 


that before any state or federal funding 
could even be applied for by Corsicana, it 
is necessary for Corsicana to conduct a 
comprehensive traffic engineering survey. 


This comprehensive engineering study 


was authorized by the City Commission on 
Nov. 4 last year and has begun recently, 
she reports. 
' 


"If one is built, I would say, yes, it would 


require an increase in 'taxes," Mayor 
Youngblood said. 


Her opponent for the mayor's office, 


Geral Nichols responded: "I really don't 
know what one would cost." Nichols said 
he had not had any engineering studies 
made, nor seen any, but had had people 
"say it will cost up to a million dollars, but 
I don't think it will cost that much." He 
reported Lufkin got one within recent 
years at a cost under a million dollars and 
this prompts his belief, in part, that 
Corsicana could, too. 


"I don't know how much funding will be 


available from the state and federal 
governments, but I have gone to work on 
that," Nichols said, noting he had made 
telephone calls and written letters to 
legislators inquiring into availability of 
funds. 


He adds he doesn't know when funding 


would be available. 


"No, I would not sponsor it or endorse it 


if it called for a tax increase, unless the 
prople call for it. I wouldn't personally (as 
mayor) call a bond issue on it — we 
already have all the tax burden we can 
handle," Nichols stated. 


I have for several times helped count 


votes at the Courthouse. I called Judge 
J.D. Nettles, election judge, the other day 
and asked him if he would need me to help 
count the votes. 


He said no that he had already selected 


plenty, and that I had called too late. I 
believe we have been paid about $1.60 to 
|1.65 an hour for counting votes in the past. 
He told me that he had talked with Mayor 
Sue Youngblood, and she told him that 
they would be paying $1.10 an hour. 


I thought the wage-and-hour law was 


about $2.20. If the wage-and-hour law is 
$2.20 an hour, how can Sue Youngblood say 
$1.10 is all they will pay for counting votes 
this time? 


Mayor Youngblood said the amount that 


is listed on the agenda for consideration at 
the next city commission meeting is $2 per 
hour. She added that the amount which 
will probably be paid is the $2.10 per hour 
minimum established by the Dept. of 
Labor. That is the amount which probably 
should have been listed on the agenda for 
consideration, 
she 
said. 
Mayor 


Youngblood said she recalls that $1.65 per 
hour was paid last year. 


Nettles said the Action Line writer must 


have misunderstood the amount, since the 
amount that he (Nettles) understands will 
be paid (if approved by the city) is $2.10 
per hour, not $1.10.

single-member representation. 


At last report Scott said the 


suit would be filed within the 
next three or four months. If the 
suit is upheld, another election 
will have to be held with city 
candidates running from their 
local districts. 


Lister, the only black can- 


didate 
in 
Tuesday's 
race, 


overwhelmingly carried the two 
boxes in East Corsicana but 
finished a distant fourth overall. 


The election itself, showed 


Corsicana voters giving Mayor 
Sue 
Youngblood an 
over- 


whelming mandate for two 
more years in office as she 
pulled 70 per cent of the vote 
against 
challenger 
Geral 


Nichols. 


Nichols campaigned on a 


theme of change, turning his 
campaign upon the Mayor in the 
last days of the election, saying 
what he was most interested in 
changing was mayors. 


Joining Mrs. Youngblood in 


the 
winners' 
circle 
were 


postmaster Wayne Norris and 
part-time 
college 
instructor 


R.A. Armistead, who emerged 
victorious from a field of six 
candidates 
for 
two vacant 


commission posts. 


City Attorney Glenn Stewart 


and 
Tax 
Assessor-Collector 


Ernest Stokes won easy re- 
election 
without opposition, 


with Stewart's total of 3,000 


votes leading all candidates. 
Stokes received 2,979 votes. 


40 per cent of the eligible 


voters turned out for the race, a 
total of 3,532, as compared to 
last spring's election when 2,416 
voters turned out. 


Nichols was defeated as an 


incumbent city commissioner 
at that time. 


Taking a commanding lead 


from 
early 
returns, Mrs. 


Youngblood was never headed 
on her way to carrying all 
voting boxes for the first time in 
her political career. 


Nichols best showing was 41 


per cent of the vote in Pet. 3-A in 
southwest Corsicana and he was 
beaten by 190 votes in his home 
box, 4-A, in the west and nor- 
thwest part of town. 


Mrs. Youngblood netted an 


incredible 96 per cent of the vote 
in Pet. 2 at the East Side 
Community Center where she 
outpolled Nichols 205 to 8. 


After the votes had been 


canvassed and approved by the 
city commission Tuesday night, 
Mrs.

Asked about the possibility of 


a recount, Mrs. Gooch said that

calling an emergency meeting 
of the City Commission for 3 
p.m., and if we can get a 
quorum we will canvass the 
votes. 


"We'll have to canvass the 


votes first and then talk to the 
candidates," she said.

U.S. uses oil faster 
than reserves found 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States continues to use 
up oil and natural gas faster 
than new petroleum reserves 
can be found, two industry 
groups say. 


Oil producers pumped three 


billion barrels out of the ground 
last year while two billion bar- 
rels of recoverable oil were 
added to known U.S. reserves, 
the American Petroleum In- 
stitute said Tuesday. 


The new reserves 
came 


through discoveries and devel- 
opment or improvement 
of 


existing oil fields. 


The institute said the United 


States had an estimated 34.25 
billion barrels of oil remaining 
in the ground at the end of 
1974, compared with 35.3 billion 
a year earlier. 


The nation's productive ca- 


pacity, or what could be pro- 
duced within 90 days, has de- 
clined for seven consecutive 
years. 


The government estimates 


the United States consumes 
about 6.5 billion barrels of oil a 
year, or more than 30 per cent 
of the world's annual oil pro- 
duction. 


Meanwhile, proven reserves 


of natural gas dropped 5 per 
cent during 1974, marking the 
sixth decline in the last seven 
years, the American Gas Asso- 
ciation said. 


The association estimated re- 


serves of natural gas liquids at 
some 237.1 trillion cubic feet, 
compared with 250 trillion in 
1973. 


George H. Lawrence, senior 


vice president of the gas associ- 
ation, was asked at a news con- 
ference about allegations that 
natural gas producers are with- 
holding natural gas in hopes 
that federal price regulation 
will be abolished and gas prices 
will rise. 


Lawrence listed a series of 


investigations by government 
agencies, pipeline owners and 
distributors. 
The 
inquiries 


found that the reserve esti- 
mates appeared correct and 
that gas was not being con- 
cealed, he said. 


Lawrence also said that the 


oil and natural gas reserves, 
steadily shrinking in recent 
years, now would support pro- 
duction at present rates for 
only about a decade. 


"We have reached the point 


now where we must add at 
least as much proved reserve 
additions each year as we use," 
he said.

Americans find Mexican prison life horrifying 


NUEVO LAREDO, Mexico 


(AP) — Get caught on criminal 
charges in Mexico and you en- 
ter a whole new world, horrify- 
ing to the U.S. mind. 


Persons who grow up under 


the U.S. judicial system find 
Mexico's procedures are entire- 
ly different and don't make 
sense. They do make sense to 
Mexicans. 


For instance, a Norteameri- 


cano or a Mexican is tried and 
sentenced without seeing a 
judge. Prisoners say they find 
the U.S. restraints 
against 


being roughed up don't exist. 


And naive U.S. citizens who 


believe they walk about sur- 
rounded by the protection of 
the American flag are jolted 
when they find U.S. consuls 
only help them by making cer- 
tain they obtain a lawyer. 


Prisoners interviewed at La 


Loma Prison at Nuevo Laredo 
say life can become so hopeless 
and frustrating that even sleep, 
their only escape from reality, 
can become mental torture if 
one dreams of freedom. 


"The more you sleep, the less 


you're in prison," said D, a 22- 
year-old factory worker from 
Detroit serving a 
four-year 


term on marijuana smuggling 
charges. He has been here 11 
months and must stay another 
21. 


His cellmate, W, 23 and also 


from Detroit, was arrested at 
the same time and was given 
10 years because of alleged pri- 
or involvement. 


W agreed sleep is the only es- 


cape from the boring life in a 
small, drab, cluttered, foul- 
smelling cell with only small 
barred windows. 


"Sometimes when I sleep I 


dream about my parents and 
friends and I think I'm up there 
with them and then I wake up 
and see these walls. Then 
you're homesick," W said, add- 
ing, 
"Sometimes I think I'd 


rather be dead." 


For D and W, the lure of fast, 


easy money turned into a night- 
mare. 


Both said they were paid $300 


each to drive empty pickup 
trucks from Detroit to Nuevo 
Laredo. They said they were 
told to park in a lot across 
from a service station. They 
then were to return to Detroit. 
Simple. No smuggling involved 
and the person who hired them 
assured them nothing would 
happen. 


VV was unemployed and had 


made the trip before. D needed 
some extra money. . 


W said he lost his job at an 


automobile factory because he 


was found on factory grounds 
with marijuana. 


They were arrested imme- 


diately after they parked. 


The men were questioned at 


length and physically and men- 
tally mistreated, they claim. 
They said they signed state- 
ments in Spanish without being 
told what they contained. They 
later found that the statements 
said each truck contained 22 
grams of marijuana. 


After being interrogated they 


were taken to La Loma. The 
prison on a small hill away from 
the downtown area looks grim 
from the outside and it is grim 
inside. 


The young men said they 


were taken to court about four 
times, but never saw a judge, 
not even when they were sen- 
tenced. They were represented 
by a lawyer. 


D and W quickly found there 


was little anyone could do for 
them. U.S. consuls cannot inter- 
fere in the judicial system of 
Mexico or any other foreign 
country. 


Felix C. Vargas Jr., vice con- 


sul at Nuevo Laredo, said he is 
not even always informed that 
Mexican authorities have ar- 
rested a U.S. citizen. He said 
he usually learns of the arrest 
in a newspaper. 


Vargas explained that the 


only thing the consul's office 
can do is to provide prisoners 
with a list of Mexican lawyers, 
be certain they are accorded 
equal rights under Mexican law 
and to forward mail. 


Vargas said he and other offi- 


cials frequently visit prisoners 
to determine their living condi- 
tions and health. 


"People think we can get 


them out, but we can't," Var- 
gas said. 


Parents of the two men have 


visited them four times. 


"It's hard for your parents to 


see you in here," D said. 


Tears welled up in his eyes 


as W said; "Every time they 
leave us here they cry even if 
they're coming back the next 


day or in a few hours." 


Prisoners at La Loma must 


provide their own food. The two 
Detroit men get what they call 
"care packages" from home 
and are sent money to pur- 
chase food from local grocery 
stores. 


Because they must prepare 


their own food means they are 
allowed items most prisoners in 
the United States cannot have. 
They have a hot plate, ice 
chests and cooking utensils and 
also electric fans, heaters and 
a television set. 


The men sleep on mattresses 


they 
purchased. 
Otherwise, 


they would sleep on concrete 
bunks or on boards. 


The third prisoner in the 


small cell is a 15-year-old Mexi- 
can sentenced to two and a half 
years for stealing about 2,000 
watches. The youth cleans the 
cell in exchange for 
food. 


"We can't let him starve," D 


said. 


One prisoner said, "You can 


buy anything in here." 


Since Mexico permits con- 


jugal visits, "anything" in- 
cludes the companionship of 
wives, girl friends, prostitutes 
and female prisoners. It can 


cost about $8 per night for a 
prisoner. 


Noting that there is no homo- 


sexual problem, a prisoner 
said, "The only problem with 
homosexuals is that they can't 
find anyone. There's too many 
girls." 


A prisoner who is reformed 


by his stay has in effect re- 
formed himself. There are no 
facilities 
for 
reforming in- 


mates. 


Not all prisoners indicate 


they have been reformed by 
their experiences. 


Mike Kramer, 31, of San 


Francisco said, "I have no 
quas about dealing in mari- 
juana. It should be legalized. 
Heroin should be legalized be- 
cause if people could buy good 
heroin at a low price there 
wouldn't be so much stealing 
and crime." 


Kramer, a tall, bearded man 


with long, braided hair, has 
served four years and six 
months of a six-year term. 


"I'm doing okay. I have got 


money and I have a good sup- 
ply of food from the United 
States. My girl griend lived in 
jail with me for seven months. 
I have had girls live with me 


here for a month," Kramer 
said. 


He said prisoners who are 


furnished prison food are most- 
ly given "atole," a mushy sub- 
stance made of sugar, flour and 
water. 


A 51-year-old Pensacola, Fla., 


man who has served one year 
and has another 23 months to 
serve on a contraband smuggl- 
ing charge said he was ar- 
rested while trying to take a 
television set and some bed 
sheets to Mazatlan, Mexico. He 
also had a .45 caliber automatic 
pistol. "That made me a dan- 
gerous man and means I can't 
get out on bond," he said. 


The Florida man, slightly 


heavy set with stubby graying 
whiskers, did not appear bitter. 
"If you don't make ripples you 
don't get bothered," he said. 


Raymond Snyder, 43, a quiet, 


short, slender man from Min- 
neapolis, said he was arrested 


on a charge of smuggling con- 
traband as he was hauling fur- 
niture to relatives in Zacatecas, 
Mexico. He said he has been in 
jail 45 days, has not been con- 
victed and expects to be re- 
leased soon. 


Kramer, Snyder and the Flor- 


ida man talked with a reporter 
in "the patio," an exercise 
yard where inmates play a 
rough, football-like game of 
basketball on a concrete court. 
Others simply walk while some, 
including family groups rang- 
ing from elderly persons to 
small children, lounge in the 
shady area.

Jimmy Nicholson of Barry, 


president of the Navarro County 
Farm Bureau, has requested 
Rep. 
Olin E. Teague to in- 


troduce legislation in the U.S. 
Congress to increase federal 
estate tax exemption. 


H. R. 1793, a bill which would 


accomplish this, has been in- 
troduced by Texas Rep. Omar 
Burleson of Anson. A number of 
other congressmen have in- 
troduced bills similar to, or 
identical to, the Burleson bill, 
according to the Farm Bureau. 


Nicholson said in a letter to 


Teague that the federal estate 
tax 
has 
now become 
an 


unreasonable burden on those 
who wish to keep the family 
farm or ranch in the family. 


He noted that back in 1942, 


when the $60,000 estate tax 
exemption was adopted, farm 
and ranch values were so low 
that not many people had to 


worry about the tax problem. 
Today, because of inflation and 
assessments based 
on sub- 


division or other development 
potential, even an average-size 
farm or ranch may have an 
assessed 
value 
of 
several 


hundred thousand dollars, he 
said.

Rice may slow trains 
until crossings repaired

RICE — City Judge Morris 


Dobbins suggested to the Rice 
City Council last night that 
trains be required to slow down 
to 15 mph coming through the 
city, unless Southern Pacific 
Railroad 
repairs 
railroad 


crossings in Rice. 


Following a suggestion by 


City Marshal 9_L. Gilbert, the 
council tentatively agreed to 
ask a railroad representative to 
appear 
before 
the 
council 


during its next regular session, 
May 6. 


Dobbins was told by the 


council that a 20 mph speed was 
imposed on trains by the city, 
but the speed was later in- 
creased to 30 mph. Dobbins said 
the speed limit should have 
been 
left 
at 
20 until 
the 


crossings 
are 
fixed. 
"The 


railroad company hasn't done 
exactly what they told us they 
would," he said. 


The city judge told the council 


the railroad is responsible for 
maintaining six feet on both 
sides of the track at crossings. 
He also pointed out that about 50 
per cent of Rice's population 
lives on the west side of the 
track, and these people have a 
difficult 
time crossing 
the 


railroad, because only one of 
the city's three crossings is 
easily passable. 


Dobbins said the railroad had 


previously agreed to repair the 
crossings but had only dumped 
"about a hatful" of asphalt at 
the corner of the main crossing. 


Reporting what has been 


accomplished during his short 
time as city judge, Dobbins said 
City 
Marshal 
Gilbert 
has 


written 27 tickets, and nine fines 
have been paid for a total of 
$162.50. 
Six 
cases 
were 


dismissed and eight warrants 
were issued, he reported. 


In reviewing the audit of city 


records done by Jack A. Bar- 
tlett, CPA of Dallas, Mayor Ron 
Cavender said suggestions that 
will be made by the auditor 
have not yet been received by 
the city. 


Bartlett's audit included an 


examination 
of all checks, 


drafts and deposit slips, and 
reading of the official 
city 


minutes. "On a test basis," 
various 
invoices, bills and 


receipts were reviewed and 
were found 
"adequately in 


support of the related disbur- 
sements." 


"Deposits were traced to 


remittance 
advices, 
where 


available, and to tax office 
receipts. The city tax rolls and 
related books and records were 
reviewed and were found to be 
substantially in agreement with 
tax collections deposited in the 
City's bank account. 


Written 
confirmation 


requests were sent to a sample 
of property owners who, ac- 
cording to tax office records, 
had not paid their city taxes. 
The property 
owners 
were 


asked to reply directly to me if, 
in fact, they had paid the 
taxes," Bartlett states. "As of 
this date (March 31, 1975), no 
discrepancies 
have 
been 


noted." 


Bartlett's audit 
statement 


concludes, "Due to the fact that 
the internal control of cash 
receipts and disbursements is 
restricted 
by 
the 
limited 


number 
of 
administrative 


personnel available to the city, I 
cannot express an 
opinion 


concerning 
the 
attached 


financial statement." 


The auditor found that Rice 


had a cash balance of $14,324.95 
as of Dec. 31,1974, plus $1,061 in 


revenue sharing. 


In other business, Cavender 


reported that a total of $559 in 
ad valorem taxes has not been 
collected. 
$1,173 
has 
been 


collected to date.

The importance of April 15th 


of each year is well known to 
most Americans. Probably no 
other single date of the year 
more readily lends us to think of 
our government, and in par- 
ticular, the Internal Revenue 
Service, 
than 
April 
15th. 


However, for a 
substantial 


number of Americans, April 15, 
1975 
also 
has 
added 


significance, as it is also the 
deadline for social security 
beneficiaries to file their 1974 
annual report of earnings. This 
yearly report is due at the same 
time as ones tax return, but it is 
a separate procedure 
from 


reporting income to the Internal 
Revenue Service. The Social 
Security Administration uses its 
annual 
report 
process 
to 


determine the correctness of 
social security benefits paid in 
the preceding year to everyone 
entitled to monthly payments 
under its Retirement, Survivors 
and 
Disability 
Insurance 


programs. 
In 
1974, 
social 


security 
beneficiaries 
were 


allowed to earn $2400 without it 
affecting their monthly checks. 
If wages exceeded $2400, then 
one for every two dollars earned 
in excess of this allowable 
amount 
should 
have 
been 


withheld from 
the monthly 


benefit otherwise payable. For 
those who were self-employed, 
the same earnings rule applies 
with the exception that the 
services 
rendered 
in 
the 


business 
operation 
also 


determine if benefits should 
have been adjusted. If any 
social security benefits in 1974 
were paid that should have been 
withheld due to the allowabel 
earnings rule, then the annual 
report 
enables 
the 
Social 


Security 
Administration 
to 


determine 
the 
amount 
of 


benefits 
overpaid, 
if 
any. 


Conversely, if benefits were 
withheld from those due last 
year since actual earnings were 
less than those estimated by the 
beneficiary, 
then 
Social 


Security processes the annual 
report filed by the beneficiary 
to determine the amount still 
due for 1974. 


The annual report form, SSA- 


777, must be filed with Social 
Security by each individual who 
was entitled to and received 
social security payment for 
1974, who did ot attain age 72 in 
or before his first entitlement 
month last year, and whose 
total 1974 earnings exceeded 
$2400. If all benefits were 
withheld for months in 1974 in 
which a person was under age 
72, 
no 
annual 
report 
is 


necessary.

McCall said he contacted health 
authorities concerning one such 
case, and was advised the 
animal should be disposed of. 


Mayor Cavender announced 


that any elderly persons in Rice 
needing 
transportation 
to 


Corsicana can obtain it through 
the shuttle service offered by 
Community Services Inc. So 
far, 
not enough interest has 


been shown to make the service 
worthwhile in Rice, Cavender 
said. 


The council discussed having 


city roads shaped by a main- 
tainer operator who councilman 
Richard Perry advised would 
do the work for $17.50 per hour, 
but no action was taken.
